thers held it as strongly as any modern 
savages a few hundred years ago, and 
it is not extin ct among us to this day. 
Various 
plants 
resemble a snake in 
tlovvt-r or mode of growth, and for no 
better reason they ar«* account«*«! rem e­ 
dies for it« 
hit»*. 
A root which curls 
and tw ists proclaims its own virtu«*, 
one may say, 2tnd if it be mottled there 
is no further room for doubt. 
»Some of 
these rcsembbtnees are so strong, in ­ 
deed. that the fa ncy of the savage be­ 
comes (jnite intelligible. 
Messrs. 
Sander 
introduced 
a 
n«*w 
aroid from the M;ilay countries some 
years ago, the bloom of which is so 
stra ngely like a cobra in the act of 
striking tha t the id« ;i of 21 connection 
between the plant ;md the snake sug­ 
gests itself to even the unlearned ob­ 
server, 
It in call* «1 Arisienia fimbriata. 
W e liav** not heard that the na tives use 
it as an antidote to the venom of the 
cobra, 
but ;« s;«v;!iit inclined to bet 
would offer long odds tha t they do. 
Upon the same reasoning the Indians 
of, Peru 
use the root of 
Polyanthus 
tnberosa and n creeper which they call 
huaco. 
Credible persons 
have 
borne 
testimc ny to the good effect of both, 
but neither could sustain 21 tria l :it, the 
hands of .scientific men in Lima. In the

reported,

poison hiid not been imbibed or else 
the snake did not really belong t<> a 
poisonous species. 
The fiimous m arkhor of the Himala 
y21s, 
which

and old ones, too, for tha t m a t­

in fact, that 
is the m ea ning of the word markhor. 
The sta tem ent is not 
improbable, if it 
!>«■ trn< . as highland shepherds allege 
that go;tts w;ige war 011 the <*idd<*rs. But 
in the entra ils of any old markhor tha t 
m ystic substance bezoar is found som e­ 
times. 
It m a y b e suspected indeed tli.it most 
of tla “ stones 
used as charms, which 
puzzle 
European 
observers 
by their 
singula r formation, would be recogniz« d 
at sight by a ( ’bines« doctor is bezoar. 
T h e la test testimony which we have 
noticed to the merit of “ snake stones” 
is tha t of 51 r. Selous. 
H<* describes one 
from his own observation and experi­ 
ence «as light, porous, polished on the 
upper surface, which had blackish and 
grayish mottlings, rough below. 
T he 
latt«*r was applied to the wound, and it 
sucked up the poison lik«* ;i sponge, giv ­ 
ing it off “ in a thin w hite threa d” 
when plunged in ammonia.
